Bo it ordained by tht Board of 
Coaael! of tht City of Mayivillt.That a rtgn- 
larly p»id Kire Departmeol be, and the same 
is no« eitabliahed for the City of Maysfille, 
which Dtpartaioat aball have iU htadqaarttrt 
aad kttp ita Art apparatta aad tqaipatnt, 
when aot ia aetifa oat, ia tka apartmtais of 
the WaikiagtOB Firt Compaay oa Wttt^- 
ond ttrtot, ia tho City of Mayafilla. 

Set. 2. Said Pira Dtpartaool ahall eoaaist 
of one aut<>m"l>il» fire apparatoa aad okomieal 
engine, together with aoob parap k a n a l la and 
eqoipmat aa aball properly appwtala tkarato. 
to bt porehtsed by, aad to bo tho property of 
tht City of MaysTille, a Chief of tht Firt De. 
partment and threw rt-Kularly paid firemen, 
who shall bo olocttd by Cooacil at tht times 
aad ia tho auaatr kartiaaftar dtaifaaud. aad 
saeh anxillary fore* of volooteer firemen from 
the reepeotive Wards of tht city as may be 
deaigoated by tht Flro ComaMtoO of tho oom- 
moo Coaaeil. 

Sec. 3. Stid Chitf of the Fire Department 
and regnlarly paid firemen shall have the esme 
qotlifioatioas aa ara now rtqnired for Police- 
■ta for tho City of Mayariilo, aad shall bt rt- 
<iuire<i to lake the same oath sad obligations 
an ) tu itlve the same bond. The Chitf of the 
Fire Department shall be appointed by the

Ht ahall havt charge of and be re- 
spoBsiblt for all property koloagiag to or ap- 
perttiolBg to tho rire Dapartaeat.

■eats of the flro flghtiag macbiaery and the 
■aa ii kla DtpartmoBt. Ht will promptly at- 
tesd ail irtt aid kavt tkt tqaipatat aid maa 
so orgaaiiod ai to carry oa witk system aad 
order the work of extinieoishing and preTtat* 
iag tka tprtad of fires in tht eity.
